Washington, May 6.—(Special.)—-The 
hewspaper correspondents of Washington 
are going to investigate the charges made 
by the senate against Mr. James Young, 
the executive clerk. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Young 
was removed under the charge of having 
betrayed execultive pession secrets of 
the senate. No effort was made to prove 
the charges, an. he was not even given 
an opportunity to prove his innocence. 
Mr. Young is a newspaper man and the 
correspondents have taken up his case, 
and will insist upon their right that any 
one of their number shall have a fair 
hearing .when charges are preferred 
against him. Mr. Young ‘s innocent. There 
is no senator who does not know that 
Jim Young has never betrayed a secret 
of the senate. The senate removed him 
to shield several senators, and the news- 
paper men, knowing him to be innocent, 
are going to have an investigation, and 
bring out the truth of the matter. 

The Work in Congress. 

The senate spent the day in listening to 
eulogies on the late Senator Wilson of 
Maryland. In the house, the urgent defi- 
ciency bill was debated. 

The Anti-Harrison Leaders. 

So far as is known here, the conference 
of the anti-Harrison leadeis, which was to 
have been held at Pittsburg today, did 
not occur. Senator Quay did not go to 
Pittsburg, as was expected last night. 
He explains his failure to leave Wash- 
ington on the ground that he was inter- 
ested in. some matters in the river and 
harbor bil], which he did not think of 
until the last moment, and was obliged 
therefore to postpone his trip. 

Although no definite information could 
be obtained, it is now believed that the 
anti-Harrison conference will come off 
either here or in New York. 

Sherman Talk to the Front. 

Today there was a suspicious outcrop- 
ping of Sherman talk precipitated by the 
announcement made in The Albany Jour- 
nal yesterday, that the anti-Harrison men 
in New York had united on Senator Sher- 
man. If Blaine will not run, many of the 
republicans ‘opposed to the president 
believe that John Sherman would make 
the strongest candidate. One of the anom- 
alies of the political situation among the 
anti-Harrison republicans is that the 
silver men appear to be looking with 
favor upon the candidacy of Senator Sher- 
man. They explain their willingness to 
accept the one man who is charged with 
being responsibie for the demonetization 


of silver in 1873, on the ground that | 


Sherman is no more of an anti-silver man 
than Harrison, and is a good deal more 
politic. 

“Tt is by no means improbable,” said a 
republican from the far west today, “that 
the silver men at Minneapolis will work 
tooth and toe nail for Sherman, not be- 
cause they are not opposed to his views 
on silver, but because they think he 
can beat Harrison for the ponination and 
would be a stronger candidate at the 
ballot box.” 

Senator Sherman’s friends will not say 
much, and the senator himself receives

BOT THE RAINS OUT IN THE WEST 


Have Greatly Retarded Business in 
That Section. - 


A GOOD INQUIRY FOR COTTON GOODS. 


The Hardware Trade Exceptionally Good. 
The Money Market Not Disturbed 
by the Heavy Exports of Goli. 


New York, May 6.—R:. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review says: The business failures 
occurring throughout the country during 
last week number for the United States 
186;. for Canada 23. Business has been 
much retarded throughout ‘most of the 
western states by. unusual and continued 
rains. The movement of products is thus 
delayed, though it is believed temporarily. 
Collections are retarded. Seeding in many 
quarters is interrupted, though on the 


whole, fairly advanced for the season and. 


the distribution of goods is checked. A 
somewhat better tone appears at the south 
and business at the east is fairly active for 
the season, although in some lines dull and 
depressed. Money is everywhere abun- 
dant, in part because the demand is smaller 
than usual, but this is, in a measure, due 
to the unusual conservatism of trade, buy- 
ers making many small purchases instead 
of larger purchases, and waiting more care- 
fully for actual distribution. This is pecu- 
liarly the case in the dry goods and boot 
and shoe trade. Orders: at any one time 
have been in most branches moderate, but 
they have been repeated again and again 
until the volume of business is large. Flan- 
nels are improving and the unprecedent 
distribution of dress goods helps the manu- 
facturer. Sales of wool this year at the 
three great markets have. been 93,282,376 
pounds against 87,100,726 last year, a gain 
of 7 per cent. 

_ Inquiry for cotton is large and improv- 
ing, western stocks being small and tfade 
in prints fair for the season. The iron 
trade shows larger transactions but no bet- 
ter prices. Thousands of coke ovens have 
stopped at Connellsville, because the manu- 
facture is slackening, but more inquiry is 
seen, for rails. At Philadelphia the grocery 
trade is larger.than a year ago, - the 
paint and glass business fair, while “build- 
ing operations exceed last year’s by 14 per 
cent. At Baltimore trade is decidedly sat- 
isfactory, southern trade being fairly main- 
tained and exports exceed those of the 
previous month. Furniture manufacture 
is improving, and ship building plants are 
taxed to their full capacity. Iron is slight- 
ly weaker at Pittsburg, and the glass trade 
not pushing, but the hardware trade is ex- 
ceptionally good. The demand for coke is 
shrinking and prices cut. At New Orleans 
trade is somewhat improved, with cotton 
more active, and at Savannah is @omewhat 
decreased, the drought having affected 
crops. . 

Cotton is a sixteenth higher, though re- 
ceipts and exports exceed last year’s be- 
cause of the sensational accounts of a de 
crease in the acreage. Pork products are 
a shade lower and coffee weak at three- 
eighths decline. : 

Receipts of cattle at Chicago in April 
were the largest ever known in that month, 
exceeding last year’s by 15 per cent. The 
money market is not disturbed by the ex- 
ports of over $5,000,000 in gold last week, 
though $2,600,000 more has already been 
engaged to go this week. Banks are well 
supplied, and the treasury cannot accumu- 
late its revenues for ten months, being 
$38,000,000 short of last year, and it has 
paid out during the past week $1,200,000

FIGHTING THE FLAMES. 


Large Conflagration in New York Yester- 
day Morning—The Losses. 

New York, May 6.—At 2 o’clock this 
morning fire was discovered in the im- 
mense slaughter house of Swartzschild & 
Sulzbergers, wholesale butchers, at Forty- 
fifth “street and East river. The flames 


| spread so rapidly that the second and third 


alarms were quickly sent out, which 
brought to the scene twelve engines and 
four trucks. Despite this force, the flames 
gained rapid headway until they en- 
veloped the great three-story structure 
which runs from fF orty-fifth to I orty- 
sixth street and extends to the river. In 
this building there were large quantities of 
inflammable material, which fed the flames 
to such an extent that by half-past 2 
o’clock the whole block was in flames. The 
fire during its progress reached the lard 
tanks, when a terrific explosion occurred, 
quickly followed by four others, which 
shook the adjoini buildings almost to 
their centers. By half-past 3 o’clock the 
fire covered the space of feet, and 
at that hour it was estimated that already 
two hundred and fifty thousand dollars’ 
worth of prope was destroyed.

If each county is 
allowed to formulate a rule of its own, it 
will be impossible to say who is a democrat. 
A man might be a democrat in one county 
under the rules prescribed by the demo- 
cratic executive committee of that county, 
when under the rules of an adjoining coun- 
ty he would not be e democrat, and would 
not be allowed to participate in its mass 
meetings or primaries. If, in any instauce, 
a county executive committee ignores the 
test prescribed by the state committee, it 
will wrong the voters of that county and 
will do irreparable wrong to the party with- 
in the state. Such action by any commiite 
will be of greater service to those who seek 
now to disrupt the dem ocratic party in Geor- 
gia than if every member of such executive 
committee were to go over to the third party 
— fight for it until the day of the elec- 


“Do you think that the views of those 
who entertain the belief that the Ocala 
demands are right raise a question as to 
whether or not they ere democrats?”

THEY GO TO JAIL. 


Will Grigsby and Annie Cleveland Sojourn- 
ing In Falton County’s Hotel. 

Will Grigsby and Annie Cleveland, the 
principals in the celebrated loan and build- 
ing association forgery case, may be re 
leased in aevyery short while. 

An effort is being made by their friends 
to refund the money obtained by them and 
pay all costs, and in that way to prevent 


their prosecution. ! 

Grigsby’s father is expected from Wash- 
ington this morning. He is anxious to res- 
cue* his son from his present trouble, and 
the chances are that he will leave no stone 
unturned in his attempts in that direction. 

The amount required will foot up about 
seven hundred and fifty dollars. 

Thus far the representatives of the de- 
frauded bank and building association are 
unchanged in their intentions to make the 
two people pay the penalty for the sharp 
work charged to their hands. 

Yesterday afternoon Grigsby and Annie 
Cleveland were taken from their respective 
cells in the lockup at police headquarters 
and carried before Justice Orr on war- 
rants that had been sworn out against 
them. : 
Grigsby had been confined at the station 
house since Wednesday and appeared re- 
lieved at the change of quarters. He re- 
tained the same easy, unrufiied manner that 
has characterized his imprisonment, and 
seemed to have every hope that his case 
would eventually turn out all right. ; 

Both parties waived a preliminary hearing 
and'a bond was fixed by Justice Orr for 
their appearance in the superior court. It 
was placed at $1,500 in each case. Neither 
ae furnish bail and they were carried to 
Fulton county jail awaiting further develop- 
ments. ‘hey will very probably have a 
commitment trial some time during the ear- 
ly portion of next week.

CAPTAIN M'BEE RESIGNS. 


Report Has It That He Is Going to the Van- 
derbilt System.

I1t was reported yester- 
day that he will go June 1st to the Lake Shore 
or the West Shore as general superintendent.

The West Shore extends from New York up 
the west shore of the Hudson river to Albany 
and thence across the state through Utica, 
Syracuse, Rochester and Buffalo to Niagara. 
‘he Lake Shore and Michigan Southern reach- 
es from Buffalo to Chicago with divisions ex- 
tending to Detroit, Lansing and Grand 
Kapids. 

‘he offer is a high testimonial to Captain 
Mcbee's ability. He stands at the top among 
the railroad men of the south. ‘The Vander- 
bilts have been watching his record for two 
years and were so pleased with his ability 
that they have made him this handsome offer. 
George Vanderbilt became acquainted with 
Captain. McBee during the latter's superin- 
teudency of the Kichmond and Danyville’s 
western Carolina roads. Captain McBee 
built the branch .roads up to George Vander- 
bilt’s Asheville estate. 

Since he has been in charge of the Central 
Captain McBee has added to his reputation 
as an able manager. The saving in operat- 
ing oo ey has veen repeatedly stated to be 
$600, for nine months. f 1,400 bales of 
cotton which bad been absolutely lost so far

When the railroads of the south changed 
their gauge to the standard, a few years ago, 
Captain McBee wired his general manager 
at 11:10 o’clock a, m. that his division was 3 
feet 9 from end to end, Captain Green thought 
it was impossible.

Hatcher and All the Officers Elected 
and at Work. 


The southern Baptist convention plunged 
into business with little ceremony, and its 
work is far advanced at the end of the 
first day. The three boards which conduct 
the great mass of its business have made 
their reports and the subject matter of each 
report has been divided and is now being 
rapidly digested by committees working 
separately on the different branches of the 
business. 

The opening speeches were all short but 
full of interest. Dr. Hawthorne represent- 
ed the Baptists of Atlanta in his usual style 
and the governor gave a cordial welcome on 
behalf of the state, guarding it with a few 
words of Baptist doctrine on the sepurate 
ness of church and state. The speeches of 
Judge Haralson, of Selma, and Rev. Dr. 
William E. Hatcher, of Richmond, were 
unusually good, and Dr. Hatcher, at one 
point, rose to eloquence. In the election of 
officers Governor Northen, of Georgia, and 
Governor Eagle, of Arkansas, were very

convention. The other two, Hon. Joshua 
Levering, of Baltimore, and Hon. L. L. 
Foster, ex-speaker of the Texas house of 
representatives,, are among the best known 
Baptists of the country. 

The convention sermon was preached last 
night by Rev. Dr. Grambrell, of Meridian, 
who is recognized as one of the strongest 
men in his state, in or out of the pulpit. 

Today is given up to the programme of 
the mission centennial committee. The sub- 
ject is an inspiring one and will call forth 
many eloquent utterances today. 

The great convention crowded into the 
largest chureh in the city, and after the 
great auditorium of Trinity had been pack- 
ed almost to suffocation, with people wedged 
into the aisles as thick as they could stand, 
several hundred more clustered on the side- 
walk, making the best of the situation by 
chatting with old friends, 

Every available seat was taken both on 
the floor and in the gallery, and the crowd 
could not have been far short of 1,500. The 
actual attendance of delegates on the floor, 
as shown by the cali of states, was 948, 
and there must have beep four or five hun- 
dred others in the house. The number of 
badges issued was in excess of the number 
of delegates. 

The opening exercises consisted of script- 
ure reading and prayer by Professor Gwalt 
ney, of North Carolina. The sixty-seventh 
Psalm was read and the convention rose and 
joined in singing “All Hail the Power of 
Jesus’ Name.” The singing was led, by 
Professor D. B. Towner, of North Caro- 
lina, who has a strong and rich voice 
which a congregation will easily follow.

The treasurer’s report for the year shows 
a total of cash receipts from the states of 
$74,895.18; miscellaneous receipts, $9,976.01. 
making a total of $84,871.19; amounts raised 
by co-operative bodies and expended in joint 
mission work on the field, $68,683.40: for 
houses of worship on mission fields, $64,064.42. 

This makes a grand total of receipts durin 
the year of $227,281.51. The cash receipts o 
the rd, despite hard times, for the year 
just closed are $17,682.88 in excess of what 
they were last year. 

This, under all of the circumstances is 
considered a very fine exhibit. 

The report of .the home mission board 
was divided and referred to several special 
committees as follows:

The Report on Foreign Missions. 

Next in order came the report of the for- 
eign mission board, which was read by Rev. 
Dr. H. A. Tupper, the corresponding sec- 
retary. 

Foreign Missions. 

In presenting its forty-seventh annual re- 
port, the foreign mission board says: 
“Though the churches have not afforded 
all that was expected of them, the board 
sees no reason why this report may not be 
appropriately opened—as the sacred ser- 
vice of the house of God is often opened— 
with the doxology ‘Praise God from Whom 
All Blessings Flow.’ ”’ 

The mission churches report less than 
$00 baptisms and more than $3,000 contri- 
butions. 

Since the last meeting of the convention 
twenty-one missionaries have been added 
to our force in the field, and five have been 
appointed who will soon join the force. 

The board’s receipts for the year were 
$114,325.80. This is the largest annual 
sum ever received. The amount paid to 
the several missions beyond the payments 

st year was $8,000. This indicates the 
enlargement of the work; and that the 
churches have not kept pace with the pro- 
gress of the work. The tardiness of the 
churches in making their offerings made it 
necessary to borrow $78,000 

The deficit this year is $16,932.24. It 
should be observed that a considerable 
part of the deficit is in call loans.

North China had nine baptisms the past 
year and the present membership amounts to 
141. Mr. and Mrs. C. W. Pruitt, constrain- 
ed by the illness of one of their children, 
returned to his old home in Georgia where 
he is doing valuable service. 

Central China has 110 church members, 
twenty schools. The effect of the present 
riots has been to bring the work of missions 
to the attention of the imperial throne, which 
has decreed that missionaries are worthy of 
respect and must be protected by the offi- 
cials of the land. Thus the wrath of man 
has praised God who has restrained the re- 
mainder of it. During the riots at Soochow 
no native Christian deserted. There is only 
one male member at Quinsan but he keeps 
up a Sunday service. At Shanghai the 
year has been most prosperous. 3 

South China had baptisms, 666 church 
members, scholars. e house to house 
work by the ladies of the mission as well 
as their efforts with the women in the rear 
encouraging, 
though unfavorably affected by the riots in 
the interior, the circulation of anti-foreign 
and anti-Christian literature and the post- 
ing of vile placards against Christianity. 

Africa had thirty-one baptisms, 111 church 
members# and 124 pupils. The work in 
that continent seems to be rather uphill. 
Rev. W. T. Lumley reports from Abbeo- 
kuta: “I have given more attention to 
visiting and ‘talking with the people ih their 
compounds than formerly; but the women 
generally are so firmly set in their devotion 
to idols, and the men so addicted to rum and 
all kinds of wicked carousals, our efforts do 
not seem to effect much. They are very 
responsive and‘full of promises of almost 
anything you wish, but with them that is 
the end of the matter.”” This report, how- 
ever, is one of the gloomiest. In concluding 
the board says that it is with gratitude that 
it reports the most prosperous year, on the 
field, ever recorded.. Never has there been 
so much cing and teaching; never so 
many baptisms. he future seems unprec- 
edentedly bright. That clouds have passed 
over some of the missjons Is as true as that 
the greatest good frequently comes from 
seeming evil. There is nothing that the 
board sees ahead which, in their opinion, 
does not betoken greater progress to our 


work; and the prospect at home is even more., 


cheering than that abroad. Truly, in the 
i ent of the board, there has never been, 
n the history of the southern Baptist con- 
vention, interest in the cause of the world’s 
evangelization so wide-spread and increasing.

Last Night’s Session. 


At 8 o’clock the convention reassembled. 
Dr. Eaton read the report of the centen- 
nial committee, a synopsis of which fol- 
lows: 

The Report on the Mission Centennial. 


The centennial committee’s report was 
presented by Dr. T. T. Eaton, D.D., pas- 
tor of the Walnut street church, of uis- 
ville. The committee has been engaged 
during the year in a campaign of educa- 
tion. The centennial of modern missions 
has been brought before the district asso- 
ciations and state conventions, besides spe- 
cial meetings held at suitable points. Mis- 
sionary maps have been issued and much 
literature circulated. It is recommended 
to raise $250,000 as a centennial fund, in 
addition to the work already agreed upon, 
viz., to send 100 new missionaries to 
foreign fields during the year, and to cor- 
respondingly increase the other depart- 
ments of our mission work. This centen- 
nial fund is for church building, Bible 
translation and other permanent work. It 
is recommended that a beginning be made 
at this session in raising this fund. 

Four general centennial meetings are to 
be held—one today in Atlanta, one in 
Louisville next October, one in Richmond, 
Va., next March, and one at the next ses- 
sion of the convention. 

The chapel cards and certificates sent 
out by the Woman’s Mission Union were 
commended. A special committee of one 
from each state was appointed for appor- 
tioning the $250,000 among the states of 
the convention. i 5 eg oo are pending 
regarding securing Dr. Ellis to take the 
field for the centennial. 

A programme was adopted for today, 
after which divine service was held. 

Dr. J. B. Grambell, of Mississippi, read 
for the evening lesson from Isaiah 1, 4. 
Dr. Menz, of Washington, followed with 
prayer. 

The congregation sang “The Morning 
Light Is Breaking.” 

The sermon was by Dr. Grambell, and 
an able one it was. ‘For an hour he held 
the closest attention df his vast congrega- 
tion. He spoke from the text: “Enlarge 
the place of thy tent and let them stretch 
forth the curtains of thy habitations.” 

“Some years. ago,” Dr. Grambell began, 
‘that sainted man, Dr. Manley, came to 
the Mississippi Baptist state convention, 
and while there preached a sermon of 
great sweetness and power. It is one of 
the sermons which has had a marked ef- 
fect upon my religious life. He said in 
the opening: ‘We want a religion with 
much of God in it.’ I think that no in- 
spired words I have ever heard have been 
more in my heart than those. There is a 
great deal of religion which has not much 
God in it. The religion of the Bible is a 
religion with God in it. Since then I have 
made some delightful studies in this line. 
When God has a special work to do, He 
works all along the line, as well as at 
both ends. ‘Those studies have lodged in 
me the conviction that when there comes 
into our hearts an impulse to do something, 
that God will not go before us to move ob- 
stacles out of our way. ‘The text is a call 
to the universal conquest of the world for 
Christ. In this effort for the conquest of 
the world we are called out,” 

Examining the text, the doctor noticed 
the suggestion that more people will want 
room. Back of all our religious work, as 


‘the propelling force, must be faith. 


It is at that point that all our missionary 
forces today need reinforcement. Strong 
belief is needed. 

Dr. Grambell related an incident of Rev. 
Mr. Leland, of Virginia, who built a bap- 
tistry in a community where there were 
no Baptists, saying that there would be, 
and he was going to be prepared for them. 

How many churches wait to get everything 
pleasantly arranged before undertaking 
extra work? One will have a church debt, 
perhaps, which keeps it from helping in gen- 
eral church work. And that debt stands 
for a long time. 

Do we believe really that as we shall no- 
bly and generously cast into the treasury 
of the Lord whatever we have that it will 
bring back larger blessings to us? If not, 
why is it that we do so much less than other 
— who are numerically less? 

‘e are to carry out lines of influence into 
Mexico, Cuba, China, Africa, Japan; in all 
the desolated places in our own country. 

These cords are to be constantly strength- 
ened and expanded. Have you not noticed 
a church which grows more and more life- 
less until it becomes no better than a Sunday 
club? Finally some young member be- 
comes restless and branches are thrown out 
here and there. The mother church wakes 
up and becomes vigorous again. 

Extend the mission work. Break forth 
on every side, the right and the left. Our 
hearts are oftentimes a great deal wiser than 
our heads. Cold calculations too often 
freeze out good intentions. Cultivate more 
exuberance. ‘Truth garnished with flowers 
and served on ice is not going to stir people 
P much. Do not restrain impetuosity.

STATISTICS OF THE ACREAGE REDUCTION 


The Crop Will Be Reduced from 20 to 25 
Per Cent—How the Figures Stand 
Herein the Mmpire State. 


King Cotton has ost his crown. 

Cotton is no longer king of the southern 
States—that’s reduced to a dead certainty. 

Several days ago The Constitution gave 
& synopsis of a circular that “Bradstreet’s” 
had sent out all over the southern states 
making inquiry about the condition of busi- 
ness and financial affairs. 

The whole world of commerce bas been 


looking inquiringly to the south for the past 
few months. All Europe has been listening 
to hear some news over the waters whether 
the southern states would plant less cotton 
a than hitherto, and, if so, how much 
ess 

Financiers of the north, looking to their 
own interests, have likewise been studying 
developments in the southern half of the 
country, for it all depends on cotton—cotton 
low or cotton high. a 

With a view to ascertaining a pretty accu- 
rate estimate or census of facts and figures 
concerning the outlook “Bradstreet’s” went 
to work and sent out circular letters con- 
taining inquiries as to how much surplus 
cotton is held over on the market this year, 
how much will be the reduction of the acre- 
age in the south, how about the financial 
standing of merchants and similar questions. 

Nearly three thousand replies were heard 
from 3 counties in ten southern states, 
and these will be suflicient to give a pretty 
accurate estimate on business matters.

On 
the Atlantic coast there are twelve replies 
to each one to the contrary, which state this, 
and in the gulf states seven to every one. 
One company selling fertilizers extensively 
in Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi and the 

i writes that its sales this spring 
have fallen off 30 per cent. Other manu- 
facturers and dealers report in some in- 
stances a decrease of as much as from 35 
to 50 per cent. 

Eight correspondents say the acreage 
planted with cotton this year will rT 
than in 41891, for every one reporting that 
the acreage will be the same as last year, 
and seven to every one stating that the 
acreage be either the same or larger 
than in 1881. But it should not be over-
